Three groups of county actors and actresses will be 
pitted against each other in a prize contest for the best 
play at the South Mountain fair for the first time this 
year. 
Aspers, East Berlin and Gettysburg are prepar- < 
ing plays for presentation as part of the evening 
programs at the fair and they will be judged on their 
merits by a group of judges whose names have been 
kept secret. 
Prof. Edwin A. Rice, of Arendtsville, has been in 
charge of arranging for the community play contest, 
and announced today that the prizes will he worth the 
while of contestants. 
A premium of $40 will be given 
to the group of players, judged to be the best, with $30 
for second and $25 for third. 
When the contest was 
originally planned provisions had been made for six 
prizes, but with the withdrawal of three communities 
from the contest the prize money was allotted different­ 
ly and each of the three groups appearing will receive a 
larger shar? of the prize money.

The contest was originated with the idea of stim ­ 
ulating interest in the home talent plays which already 
have a wide appeal throughout the county.

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POTATO VARIETY 
TEST EXfllBrr TO 
SHOW BEST SPUDS 


Six Varieties of Tubers Will t i 
Compared For Adaptability 
to County Use. 


Potatoes, as the English call 
them, "pornmea de .terre”, as the 
French 
say, 
or 
just 
plain 
“spuds”, in America, will have 
their hall of fame at the South 
Mountain fair next week, and 
to the owners of the best tubers 
in the several varieties will go 
the prizes. 
George P. Taylor, who is in 
charge of this departm ent, has 
arranged a variety test exhibit, 
through the cooperation of six 
growers and the resuks of their 
labors will be judged by the pa­ 
trons at the fair. 
I'he six growers each planted 
six varieties of potatoes last 
spring in single rows, side-by- 
side, and it is the purpose of the 
test to show which variety is 
best adapted to the soil, climatic 
and 
spraying conditions 
and 
which can be produced at a mini­ 
mum price for commercial pur­ 
poses. 
The varieties in which the 
teats are being made are: Mich­ 
igan Russets, Green Mountain. 
Gold Coin, W hite Skin, New 
York 
Rural 
and 
Sir 
W alter 
Raleigh. 
In judging the potato exhibit, 35 
points will be given for highest total 
yield; 30 points for uniform ity of 
yield; 20 points for highest single va­ 
riety of 
yield and 
15 
points 
for 
heaviest yield Pa. I. 
When tho potatoes are raised by the 
growers they will be weighed and an 
estim ate of the yield per acre will 
be made and displayed with each ex­ 
hibit at the fair.

that the patrons will be 
asked to 
judge the variety which meets the 
requirements the best. 
The grower 
receiving 
the 
highest

points for his display will receive a 
premium of $15; the second, $12.50; 
th© third, $10, and the other three,

blight studied. 
In connection with the potato ex­ 
hibit, George Taylor, m anager of this 
department, has also arranged for the 
display 
of 
nearly 
60 v arieties of 
vegetables. 
At the 1920 fair 250 persons had 
more than 700 entries in the veg­ 
etable department, Mr. Taylor stated, 
and with the premium money doubled 
this year, it is expected that this 
number will he increased. 
Nine varieties of white potatoes, 
one each of yams and Jersey sweets 
and turnips will bt* judged in quar- 
ter-bushel lots as will also the four 
bean varieties. 
Red and Beefsteak 
tomatos, and green, red and yellow 
peppers will be judged by the plate. 
Onions will be in quarter bushel and 
quart measures, while different clas­ 
sifications have been made for the 
remainder of the vegetables.

STONE MOUNTAIN 
MEMORIAL TO BE 
ASH ATTRACTION 


Gigantic Confederate Memorial 
Thrills Imagination of World 
and Attracts Many. 


There is a monument to the Con­ 
federacy that, when completed,’ will be 
one of the show-places of historic 
significance along the 2500-mile Ap­ 
palachian Scenic Highway. 
This is 
the Confederate Memorial on Stone 
Mountain, a few miles from Atlanta, 
Georgia. 
It is being carved on the 
face of this mountain, and although 
for from 
completion, is 
already at­ 
tracting scores of visitors. 
Stone Mountain, sixteen miles east 
pf Atlanta in DeKalb county, Georgia, 
—a mountain of stone, 5,000 feet long, 
•even miles around the base and a mile 
to the summit up the sloping side. 
On 
its northern 
side, 
Stone 
Mountain 
drops in a sheer, naked 
precipice al­ 
most a thousand feet from summit to 
£>ase. 
Across this mountain of granite 
Augustus Luemau is carving an in­ 
destructible monument to the men and 
women who sacrificed themselves for 
the Southern Confederacy. 
Memorial Hall will be quarried out 
of the mountain immediately under­ 
neath the central group. Thirteen in­ 
cisions will be made, forming the win­ 
dows and central entrance, each one 
tied nested to a Confederate state. 
At the base of the mountain, to the 
fig h t of Memorial Hall, will be built 
fhe am phitheatre. 
The 
granite re­ 
moved from Memorial Hall will supply 
A*- m aterial.

Grapevine farm er was anything hut 
bright. 
Neighbors Give Aid 
.W hile he was brooding over his ( 
misfortunes, other residents of the i 
Grapevine community, who know the 
value of “the milk of human kind- j 
ness,” were planning to surprise their 
ill-starred neighbor. 
Some of the “ring leaders” in the 
“conspiracy” were form er Sheriff Cal­ 
vin Basehoar, his wife, Frank Newell 
and Edw’ard I.. Dick, the latter super­ 
intendent of the Grapevine Sunday j 
school. 
One afternoon, late in July, several 
of Mr. Carey’s neighbors went to his J 
farm and asked him if he had any j 
objection to their mowing his 20-acre 
field of hay. 
Somewhat surprised, but thankful 
for the preferred assistance, even if 
no arrangem ents had been made to 
get the hay into the barn after it was 
cut, Mr. C arty gladly gave his con­ 
sent to the work, and within a short 
time the heavy stand of hay was ly­ 
ing on the ground, ready to be raked, 
piled and hauled in. 
Women Serve Dinner 
After thanking the men who had 
cut the hay, Mr. Carey began to wnr- 
ry about how' he would be able to get 
the crop into the barn since his broken 
rib was still giving him considerable 
pain when he did any heavy fifing. 
He seemed no better off than before. \ 
The hay could not he left on the 
ground for it would rot in case it 
rained. 
But Mr. Carey’s neighbors were not 
finished—not yet, but they did not tell 
him. 
The next afternoon twenty-five 
residents of the Grapevine communi­ 
ty, each busy with w’ork on his own 
farm , dropped the tasks 
in

his wife. 
Then, while the men, many 
of w'hom had brought their own farm 
wagons, toiled in the field and barn 
to harvest Mr. Carey’s crop of hay, 
the women busied themselves about 
the kitchen and prepared a sumptuous ! 
meal which was served to the hungry 
menfolks when the hay was stored in I 
the barn. 
Overwhelmed By Act 
Mr. Carey was so overwhelmed with ! 
b s neighbors’ kindly act that for a ! 
long time he was unable to tell them I 
how much he really appreciated their 
services, h'*ld speechless by the d e e p 
emotion which he felt. 
At length, 
however, he was able to voice his ap-1 
predation, and extended the neigh­ 
bors his thanks. 
“It was simply too wonderful for 
words,” Mr. Carey said afterw ard, 
speaking of the brotherly deed of his 
neighbor^. 
“I appreciate what they 
did for me from the bottom of my 
heart. 
I felt better than I had for 
weeks when I saw what they intended 
doing for me.”

Daily, throughout the 
country, it correlates the radio, ocean 
cables a n j miles of telephone and 
telegraph wires in distributing quota­ 
tions. 
Allied with the Titanic system, co­ 
operative “listening posts,” clearing 
houses of inform ation, are supervised 
by the bureau of agricultural econom­ 
ics. 
The newest such institution has 
been established in San Francisco, at 
request of tho California vinynrdist 
association. 
It will gather data on 
prices, supply and 
distribution 
of 
grapes. 
The inform ation will show the num­ 
ber of carloads of each variety and 
grade sold at different prices. Rail­ 
roads will supply figures on the num ­ 
ber of cars of each variety of grapes 
moved to the m arket. Eastern points 
will send supplemental reports every 
24 hours on shipm ents received and 
distributed. 
. 
Sim ilar plans for the citrus indus­ 
try were discussed at a conference 
here between Secretory of Agricul­ 
ture Jawline and Florida representa­ 
tives. 
Georgia peach growers, and 
producers of other m aterial crops in 
ell parts of the United States may 
likewise avail themselves of govern­ 
mental cooneration during the m ar­ 
ket reason. 
“These clearing houses for m arket 
inform ation,” economists say. “ ’.nsure 
an even distribution of products and 
an even tenor in prices. 
By know­ 
ing where his produce is needed, the 
shipper is not faced with the proba­ 
bility of a flooded m arket one day and 
a skimped one the next. 
Steady 
flow to the m arket solves the prob­ 
lem of individual over-production, and 
works to a better average price for 
each groover.

food he ate. 
His natural enemies 
have been the insects, destructive or­ 
ganisms that attacked his crops and 
livestock. 
While none has absolutely 
disappeared, man has beaten back the 
insects one by one. 
Hessian Fly Controlled

All bottling plants are being visited 
periodically to make sure that condi­ 
tions are sanitary and that bottles are 
thoroughly cleansed and samples are 
selected for examination to determine 
their composition and sugar content.

Aids Alfalfa Crop 


Moscow, Idaho.—Tests on alfalfa 
conducted by G. R. McDole, agronomist 
of the Idaho extension division, shows 
that application of gypsum, preferably 
in the Tall of the year, 
produces a 
yield averaging 50 per cent greater 
than yields on similar ground and un­ 
der identical conditions. 
Tests for a period of four years 
shows that the gypsum need not be 
added yearly, yields on the test plots 
showing a balanced production still BO 
per cent above other parallel plots 
with undiminished effectiveness. 
Gypsum should be applied 200 pounds 
per acre, a cost of approximately $2 
per acre, McDole says. 
Returns on 
the test plots showed a clear profit of 
between 500 and 1,000 per cent upon 
the gypsum investment.

LAND BEING MADE 
MORE PRODUCTIVE 


Experts Do Not Expect Food 
Demand to Exhaust Soil Re­ 
sources in United States. 


W ashington.—If the population of 
the United States were to be Increased 
over night by a hundred million, the 
soil would not be fertile enough to 
grow' food for them. Not even an ad­ 
ditional sixty million 
of 
population 
could be fed, J. E. Lapham, federal 
soil technologist, believes. 
Lapham, however, does not expect 
the country’s food demand ever to exr 
haust its soil resources. 
Because the 
population of the country will not in­ 
crease suddenly, agricultural science 
will have opportunity, he points out, to 
make lands more productive as the 
population grows. 
No day passes 
that 
some farm er 
does not ask the government how to 
make his land more fertile. 
“They send samples” he explains, 
“in cans and hags and boxes, to be 
tested for their proper use 
in 
crop 
production, 
and 
for 
Corrective 
methods if they lack 
nutritous 
ele­ 
ments. 
Not Fertile As Abroad 
“Wider dissemination of agricul­ 
tural 
knowledge, 
together with in­ 
creased competition on the farm s, has 
produced a broad desire to build up 
land fertility. The desire, and its con­ 
sequent benefits, 
increases 
as 
the 
population grows. Our soil is not as 
rich as th at of thickly settled Europe, 
or the Asiatic countries, but it will be 
as productive, perhaps more so, when 
population here gTows as intense as it 
is there. 
“Necessity has forced foreign lands 
: to produce at a maximum. 
We have 
^not reached that stage. There are mil­ 
lions of untilled acres in the United 
States th at could be turned to soma 
good use. 
“F anners who want to know what 
their land will best produce, and un­ 
der what conditions it will raise crops 
most successfully, should apply to 
their nearest 
experimental 
station. 
Government agents will take proper 
smples, and can study them better if 
.they learn the history of the land and

Farm Area Less, 
Production Grows 


Since 1889 the net loss in the farm 
area of this state has been 3,250,000 
acres but in spite of this the produc­ 
tion of wheat, com , oats and potatoes 
has increased by 40,000,000 bushels, 
according to the Bureau of Statistics, 
State departm ent of Agriculture. The 
acreage devoted to agriculture reached 
its maximum in this state in 1919. 
Figures based upon returns from a 
questionnaire on occupancy of farm 
houses and abandoned and idle farm 
acreage, as of June I, 1927, indicate 
that, of the houses in the state intend­ 
ed to shelter families engaged in ag ­ 
riculture, 5.9 per cent were vacant, 
85.9 per cent were occupied by fam ilies 
engaged in agriculture and 8.2 per 
cent by families not engaged in ag ri­ 
culture.

State College, Sept. 9.—Corn borers 
and tourists are stran ge companions, 
but they have been known to travel 
together, entom ologists of the Penn­ 
sylvania State college 
declared

pleasure bent, the com borer takes 
his trip more seriously, for he Is out 
to take toll from A m erica’s $2,000,- 
000,000 corn crop.

STUDY PROTEIN 
IN STATE WHEAT:I 


Object of Study Is To Widen 
Market For Famous Pennsyl­ 
vania Variety. 


A study was made this summer for j ll 
the first time to determine the protein 
content of wheat grown on Pennsyl­ 
vania farms. 
This is being done be­ 
cause the amount of protein contained 
in wheat is an important factor in its 
value for milling and baking. 
The object of the study is to widen 
the market for Pennsylvania-grown 
wheat by 
locating 
producing areas 
that have wheat especially adapted 
for bread or pastry purposes. Through 
this information, it 
is 
hoped 
that 
larger proportions of the Pennsylvania 
wheat crop can be used in supplying 
the demand of the consumers within 
the state. 
The work will be done under the im­ 
mediate direction of George A. Stuart, 
state bureau of markets, and the anal­ 
ysis of the wheat samples will bt* 
made in the laboratories of the Bureau 
of Foods and Chemistry. 
Mr. Stuart 
will visit shipping points in IO of the 
principal wheat producing counties to 
secure samples. 
This work will be 
started as soon as the wheat begins to 
move to market.

Chesapeake and called the country ’’Land of the White Men.”

it was known as “Great Ireland” and as “ Huitramannaland.”

relate that in or about HK2 A. I). Ari Marsson, of 
Iceland, found and talked 
with these m ysterious white man. 
Humboldt believed the S agas. 
Then in 
1170 came Madoc, a Prince of Wales, and an American m issionary found much 
later Indians speaking Welsh words. 
Columbus paved the way in 14H2 for 
(be two Cabots to discover the American continent. 
And finally in 1530 came 
Hernando De Soto, ravisher of Peru and Governor General o f Cuba, landing 
at Tampa Bay in Florida and journeying northward with his adventurous 
knights in search o f the fabled wealth of The Southern m ountains. 
To these 
mountains, it appears, they gave no name. 
Tradition has it that they turned 
westward through the mountains at som e point in Georgia or North Car­ 
olina after crossing a vast terrain. 
Aa a m atter of history, they suffered su­ 
preme disaster and vanished on the M ississippi River. 
The nam e Appalach­ 
ian seems to have been derived from “ Appalatche” or “A ppalatcy.” words 
used by the Indians who traded with the H uguenots under Rene Laudonniere, 
who built a fort at the mouth of the St. Johns River in Florida. 
The whole 
of north Florida and south Georgia w as at one time called Appalache, and 
from It flows in the Gulf of Mexico a river still known as the Apalachicola. 
These mountains extend northward through Pennsylvania, New Y’ork and 
Vermont Into Canada, and are known outside the south as the Alleghanies, 
from a group of Indian tribes which em braces the Delawares and Shawnees. 
The name is said to mean “Endless.” 
By tradition and by history N orw egians, Irish, Icelanders, Spanish and 
French have set their banners up in the land which these vast mountains 
dominate. 
For centuries adventurers have attacked them with hammer and 
steel and sought to bear away their treasures, but it remained for the sturdy 
British to conquer them and lay their secrets bare. 
Raleigh called the land 
south of the Chesapeake, Virginia. 
Landing on the coast, they crept year a ft­ 
er year nearer the mountains, fighting wild beast and wilder savage. 
Then 
over the foothills they passed and 
“— climbed the blue Virginia hills 
A gainst em battled foes 
And planted there in valleys fair 
f ile lily and the rose.” 
And building homes, they have held them against every foe for cen* 
tnries— these gallant English, Scots, W elsh and Irish. 
Some are on the same 
lands they cleared and settled. 
Brave, slow of speech, their footsteps aa 
ailent ac s lengthened shadow, in their hands the Bible or the rifle, sharing 


unknown. Hut they are of transcendent beauty. 
From the summit of (he 
great mountain opposite Chimney Rock, in N orth Carolina, where a forester’* 
light shine* like Venus at twilight, the view i* superb and include*, it i* said, 
portion* of five states. 
Mountain seem* piled on m ountain, the peak* reced­ 
ing into distances the eye cannot fathom, the whole constituting a lam! of 
almost appalling grandeur and mystery.

To 
concede that anything is wasted is to accuse the C reato r and to slander N a ­ 
ture. 
N o true philosopher is ever guilty of such erro r. 
The perspective of 
the untaught human is of but a generation or two. and a handful of gen- 
(ration* cannot measure a mountain. 
The great Appalachian range is the exposed vertebra of a land from which 
physical cause* have stripped the soil for use elsewhere. 
But vertebrae carry 
the vital forces in all nature, and that which to th.* far-reaching eye of th*' 
human atom of a mountain top seem s w aste I* r e a l l y the protecting sheath 
of wealth. 
At far separated points, in quantities infinitesimal compared 
with the reasiytable possibilities, have been found source* of wealth in these 
mountains for the enrichment and development of the human race. 
This 
column would not hold a bald list of the elem ents, the ores, oil, gas, minerals 
and chemical compounds of the rocks, trees and verdure of what we know as 
the Blue Ridge. 
After this list is compiled there is alway* the invisible a t ­ 
w i t e H* potentials for health and hum an uses; and the ether. Dr. 
Le Conte’s “viewless vinculum,” holding th e wisdom of the world for those 
who can hear and interpret. 
“Out of the m ountains cometh s tr e n g th ” in 
deed and in truth. 
The past of the Appalachians, or. as we know them, the Blue Ridge, is 
a fascinating study, hut the past is only of value a> a basis for prophecy and 
promise of the future. 
The greatest asset of the South today, and one ot 
America’s greatest, is the Blue Ridge Mountain*, and th e study of them is 
of inestimable importance. 
Remove the Blue Ridge, were such a th ing pos­ 
sible, and you remove the source of Southern river* and. of equal im portance. 
Southern springs that rise from deep source*. 
In a word, you sw eep aw ay 
agriculture by leaving it dependent on local shower*. 
W ithout the Blue 
Ridge, coal, iron, oil, natural gas, cement, coke, lime and other factors of h u ­ 
man development would rise to fabulous values in the South. 
It w as Pope* who said that the proper study of mankind is man, and he 
was right, if he intended the study to he exhaustive. 
Man is by common 
consent a child of nature. 
We picture him a* built up around a divine plan 
mainly from the elem ents of the soil which reach him through his food and 
drink, but probably not many go farther and see him a* a grandson of the 
air above him, yet such he really is. 
AU the wealth held in the bowels of 
the mountains, even the mountains themselves, c a ste d first in the atm os­ 
phere. 
And the processes of creation, of physical evolution, go steadily 
on. 
Visible nature vanishes into thin air. swiftly or slowly a* the case may 
be, and its elem ents come Iwrk for recombinations and rebirth of forms. 
The suprem e factor in the South is the Blue Ridge, whose hands plucft the 
clouds and gather the harvest of the skies. 
And so it is the philosopher, de­ 
lighting in the skill of the artist, the song of the poet, the drama of the 
novelist, yet who looks over and beyond them all and sees the laboratory of 
Nature and N ature’s god, the m ighty mountains at their immemorial task. 
W aste? ( God has no junk heap. 
And in the brilliant noonday of the South's great prosperity he sees the 
infinite raindrops on the mountains gathering to rills, to branches, to creeks, 
to fivers, which dammed by human genius iii the gorge* generate the mighty 
electric currents to turn the w heels of industry and light a myriad of homes 
at night. 
Wonderful, indeed, these mountains, for with this hydro-electric 
current they have transferred to the South fir* per cent of cotton m anufac­ 
tures and through their ores, coal, oil and gas made of it an empire. 
Men 
call them, this far-flung line of mountains— the backbone of the country. 
Let us pursue the metaphor to the end. 
Every backbone has its spinal cord 
that transm utes intelligence and resolution into action through every nerve 
of the body.

backers have an unrivaled chance to 
appeal to adm irers of the H oratio 
Alger brand of hero—the poor boy 
who made a fortune and married the 
banker’s daughter. 
Made Million Before He Was 30 
In fact, a glance over the little- 
known high lights of Secretary Hoo­ 
ver’s early life brings out a story that 
probably exceeds anything Alger or 
even his more modern im itators ever 
concocted. 
For Hoover is an actual 
example of a type sometimes pictured 
in fiction, but very rarely encountered 
in real life— the poor boy who makes 
a million before he is 30. 
Hoover, in fact, was a millionaire 
when he was only 27, and he made 
every cent of it by his own ingenuity 
and ability. 
Furtherm ore, he got his 
start accumulating th ft 
million 
by 
accepting a $50-a-month job as a clerk 
and typist. 
Is belaud Stanford Graduate 
He graduated from Leland Stanford 
university, through which he had put 
himself entirely by his ow’n efforts. 
Immediately a fte r getting his degree 
as a mining engineer, Hoover took a 
small job in a New M> xican min**, but 
in the sum m er of 1895 he w\*nt to 
Louis Janin, a California mining en­ 
gineer.
